WASHINGTON — The United' States must step up 
its attention to such environmental issues as drought 
management, infrastructure repair, global wanning 
and solid waste disposal to mitigate the pollution that~' 
threatens its people, an administration report says. 

■ "We must do better," President Bush said, putting 
in a plug for recycling of wastes in a message accom- 
panying a report by the White House advisory Coun- 
cil on Environmental Quality. 

The 420-page report urged movement on the con- 
troversial issue of global warming, on which some in 
the administration have cited differing scicntiric 
opinions and shown reluctance to accept dire predic- 
tions regarding the so-callcd greenhouse effect. 

The report, put together over a two-year period 
and forwarded to Congress lat(^ Friday, states that 
the government might find it necessary to plan "fu- 
ture projects considering climate change even before 
all the uncertainties are known.” • • 

Bush said significant strides have been made by .. 
the federa! and local governments as well as the pri- 
vatc_Bector "to address pollution and environmental 
degradation” with such steps ds auto emissions stan- 
dards. 

"But we can do better," he wrote in a message to 
rnngroQa T>int is w hy WO nre.-cdhimittcd to cleaner 
air in the nation's cities,” he said, noting that he has 
proposed a clean air package to deal with acid rain, 
airborne toxics and nuto-produced smog.

But already, Rainbow 
Family is making its presence .unmis- 
takable in this sparsely pop ulate d area. 

Anyone who ras designs on attending 
the gathering should be serious about 
making the trip, From Twin Falls, it’s 
smooth sailing to Rogerson, and paving 
crews, have even patched many -of the 


myriad potholes on the Jarbidgo Road. 
But the last stretch south of Three Creek 
into the Humboldt National Forest js 
rugged rock-strewn road, and the going 
is slow.

ever assistance residents may need. 
Deputies arc spending time giving direc- 
tions and helping" motorists with prob- 
lems, Murray said.

A few" reporls iwvc' 
shown up on police blotters — mostly 
complaints for Rainbow people congre- 
gating outside stores. 

“Of course, the big influx hasn’t come

MIAMI (AP) — The arrest of high- 

■ ranking military officers inside Cuba 
' appear to be linked to a recent-drug 
t case here, a federal prosecutor said.

. to interview Gen. Arnaldo Ochoa, 
one of the officers charged in that 
■’ country, The Miami Herald reported 
. Saturday. 

Cuba says Ochoa and 10 other 
‘ officers and government officials 
-woeked with the Colombia-based 
Medellin drug cartel, taking money 
■ * frorn trafiickcrs to allow them to use 
. the island as a way station for 
smuggling into the United States. 

U.S. prosecutors say the names of 
. some of the officers now in custody 
in Cuba surfaced in a 1987 probe of a 
■ , smuggling ring that culminated in 
two indictments and a 1988 trial. 

'It is clear that these (Cuban) 
arrests are substantially connected 
to information generated at this 
trial,” said U.S. Attorney Dexter 
Lchtinen. He refused to identifythc 
officers. 

One of the Miami cases involved 
Hugo Ccballos, a Venezuelan, who 
was convicted on n- 10-count 
indictment last year that accused 
him of bringing cocaine through 
Cuba to the Florida Keys. 

In March, Reinaldo Ruiz and three 
others pleaded guilty to a related 27- 
count indictment. They are awaiting 
sentencingr Riiiz allegedly headed a 
Caribboan-bosod smuggling ring 
that involved Cuban _ military 
officials. 

The only Cuban official publicly 
named in the Ruiz case was "Fidel" 

— an apparent reference to Castro 

— -who.Ruiz, on a secretly recorded

Acid rain plan must be fair, effective 


' WASHINGTON — The focus of the decade-long 
national debate on acid rain legislation has . 
shifted from "whether" lo “how,” and President 
Bu.sh has now drawn a bull’s-eye around several 
slates. 

One gross inequity sland.s out in the president's 
proposal. Several midwestern and soutlieastern 

stji tes a rc being a.sked to mak e e missio ns 

reductions above and beyond tfieir proportional 
ciinlribution to the problem — being asked, in 
effect, lo make reduction,s for both ihemselvc-s 
and others, . • - • 

The president would require nine states, which 
contribute only fil percent of the nation’s .sulfur 
dioxide (S02) emi.s.sion.s, lo achieve and pay for 
about 67 percent of the ^2 reduction-s. 

The Sikorski-Conte bill in the House is even 
worse, making the nine .suites pay for 77 percent 
of the reductions. Under both proposals 10 states, 
mostly the some ones, would have to achieve © 
percent of the nitrogen oxide (NOx) reductions, 
iilihough they are responsible for only 31 percent 
of the NOx emissions.

‘unfai rnossT bocnu.se ■Btntc.'aharanramong the— — 
highest overall emitters of S02 and NOx escape 
cleanup responsibility entirely in proposals that

focus for cosl-effcclivencss reasons on emissions 
from utilities, which tend lo be large single 
sources oflhc.se pollutanUs. 

For example, President Bu.sh'3 home state of 
Texas, which is the largest overall em itte r of N(^: 
and the sixtK'Iofgesl overall emitter of .^02. 
e.scapcs any cleanup requirements because most 
of its emissions are from refineries or other 
industrial .sources, not utilities. 

The inequity results from reduction 
requirements based only on utility emission niU-s 
above an arbitrary cutoff point. Such proposals 
are like a two-bracket personal income t.ix 
structure thnt would bix all income above a 
cerUiin level. 

While understandably appealing to individuals 
who would have no tax obligation and lo states 
thnt would have no acid rain cleanup obligation, 
such schcmcsareblatanllyunfair. 

Any propo.saI will arid should emphasize 
reductions in .states with the highest emissions, 
-From an enrironmenta! perspectiverhovrever; it 
makes no difTerence where the balance of 
emission reductions is achieved. 


Acid raindamago exists throughoutlhe East, 
and areas of the West are at risk. A pound ofS02 
” or NOx removed from the air is of equal benefit to 
till' environment whether it is removed from a 
small indu-sirinl facility in Texas or a large power 
pbinl in the Midwest. 

An iiilelligent national acid rain policy must be 

bn8edjin.(wrj_essei)jial_principles_i_cpsi: 

effectiveness and fairness. Cost-efTectivenoss, 
simply staled, means that a national program to 
lake 10 million tons ofS()2 and 2 million tons of 
NOx out of tlie nation’s air should do so in a way 
lh;ii imposes the least cost on the nation a.s a 
whole, 

It will cost less lo clean one large power plant 
in the Midwe.sl or Southeast than to clean several 
.smaller indu-strial process fneilitics in Texas that 
collectively emit the same amount of S02 or NOx.

Light trucks should 
have same safety 
^qUipfn&it as cars 


When you sho p for g roceries this 

week, take a look at the vehicles in 
the parking lot. Many of them will be 
small trucks, mini-vans ond Jeep- 
typo vehicles. These “light trucks" 
arc a mong the hottest sellers, 
accounting for about ohc-third of 
passenger vehicles sold in the Unite 
States. 

That sounds like a triumph of free 

provi ding rel atively inexpe nsive and 
practical transportation; families 
arc buying up those models os fast 
as they roll off the assembly line. 
Unfortunately, safety has not kept 
pace with pwpularity.

wcrc killed and about 5(X),(X)0 were 
inj ured in light-truck crashes. 

Most |>coplc buying light trucks do 
not realize that they lack basic 
safety features required for many 
years in passenger cars. 

The missing safety standords are 

not “luxury" options. Rolher,.thcy. 

arc basic protections that every 
family deserves and every customer 
' should.cxpcct. 

Since 1968 all passenger cars have 
been equipped with headrests to 
prevent head and neck injuries. 

Not so for light trucks. Oilen, a 
truck passenger’s “headrest* is a 
window just inches away. 

Since 1971 all passenger cars must 
meet minimum roof-strength j 
standards. Not so for light trucks, 
even though mony models are twice 
as likely to be involved in a fatal 
roll-over. 

A nother missing pro tectip.njs.thc 

lii^, center-mounted brake light. 

The light provides improved brake 
warning to drivcrs following 
passenger cars. Those more visible 
lights could prevent mony of the 
270, (KX) annual rear-end collisions 
involving light trucks. 

Since 1973 passenger cars have 
been required to meet minimum ' 
side-impact protection standards 
(cars have protective door beams).

Not 80 for light trucks. 

Finally, light trucks are not 
required to Imvc air bags or 
automotic scot belts. 

This protection is important 
because the occupants of Jeep-type 
-vchfclcB-and-fmaH-trucks- 

ns likply tn he o jefted 

from their vehicle during a crash i 
those in passenger cars. 

Imported mini-vans and Jeep-t 
vehicles also are exempt from 
passcngcr-car safety standards. 

Inc hna! twist of irony, importers 
of those vehicles convinced the 

Treosury Ihat-meny-modela-are- 

“passenger core," subject to a 
customs duty that is only one-tenth 
of the truck duty. 

Importers should not have it both 
ways. A “car" for tarilT purposes 
should; to the extent possible, be a-- 
“cor" with respect to passenger-car 
safety standards. 

It is time to make these family 
vehicles safer. The Senate . 
Commerce Committee has 
forwarded legislation to the full 
Senate that would require the 
Department of the Treasury to 
initiate rules applying these basic 
safety measures. 

In addition, we recently asked 
Secretary of Transportation Samuel 
K. Skinner to move forward 
unilaterally. He could use his 
exifflin^aulh'dntjFlo order these ’ 
safety improvements now. 

Light-truck vehicles offer 
practical and enjoyable 
transportation. But they should be as 
safe as other passenger cars.

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Gun lock sales soar in anticipation of new law 


MIAMI . (AP) — __Gun shop, 
operators arc having trouble keeping 
gun locks and safety .boxes in stock 
following passage of a bill that could 
send adults to jail for leaving guns 
witlun children's reach. 

The Florida Legislature was 
called into special session this week 
nflcr a string of accidental shootings 
left three children dead. Tho 
shootings reversed long-standing 
opposition to toughening the slate's 
liberal gun laws. 

"We used to sell maybe four or 
five trigger locks for every 100 
guns," said Ray Ribas, a.ssistant 
—manager at Tamiami Gun and 
Range Shops in Miami. ",Now it 
seems everyone wants one." 

Gun Jocks work by immobilizing 
the trigger. Some consist only of 


plastic straps, while lo'ck-and-key 
units sell for $8 to $12. Somo gun 
owners are opting for-more. costly- 
vaults with a key or combination 
lock. \ 

"There’s a whole new awareness 
about guns, and that can only lead to 
less accidents,” said Ribas, 
WJNO-AM in West Palm Beach 
distributed more than 500 gun locks 
free last week at two shopping malls. 

"People have been calling the 
station asking where they can get 
more.” said WJNO-, producer 
Rebecca Wynne. "People arc very' 
aware of the new law.” 

Southern Gun and Tackle, a 
Florida-based nationwide gun 
di.stributor, said gundock-orders. 
have morc-lJuin doubled in the past 
month.-- 


"Wc'vc proposed to the dealers 
that they offer the lock with every 
gun.they. sell,*’ said Al Russell, 
manager of the company’s 
purchasing department. 

Under the statute, gun owners who 
fail to secure loaded weapons in 
homes or businesses could face a 


third-degree felony charge if a child 
.15 years old or younger, shoots . 
someone. The charge carries a 
maximum prison sentence of five 
ycors and o $6,000 fine.

The pain and psychological

most often diagnosed as post- 
traumatic stress disorder, the 
psychiatric ailment made famous by 
the problems of Vietnam veterans, 
Titchener said. 

A discrimination victim’s pain 
often may not bo as severe as that 
folt by a Vietnam vet, but in other 
cases 'it may bo ’.worse,", tho 
psychiatrist said.

Local r eside nts remain wary as bu sine ss booms

" JARBIDGE'— ' Chei Brackett had Heard 
. rumors the. Rainbow Ffl.mijy_wa8_ going to 
gather somewhere in narthem Nevada this 
month. But he was surprised when, a couple 
weeks ago, tents started going up on his 
land. 

Brackett owns about 12,000 acres, and he 
ranches privato and public lands on all 
sides of where the Rainbows are meeting. 
When people begon camping on a 160-acre 
parcel he owns, he decided to pay them a 
visit. 

No one from'thc group had contacted him 
about using the land, he said, but the bound- 
_ a ri e 9 _a re not posted. It would have been 


hard for the Rainbows to tell where public - 
land ends and his begins. 

"1 could have gone out there and posted 
niylaiid, but I thbughl it best not to^have a' 
cotifrontotional situotion," ' he said last 
week. 

Instead of evicting the group, he said he 
worked out a lease arrnngmcnt with the 
Rainbows, citing whot he called "a good- 
neighbor policy. ... I hale to sec arbitrary 
lines drawn." 

The Rainbows have pledged to respect his 
land. Brackett said. 

"I’m hopeful and optimistic, they’ll clean 
up," he added.

-vestment bankers, you have some impact."— 

Noting frequent criticism from the media 
and environmentalists concerning ranchers’

"Whether it’s Rainbows, deer or antelope, 
they all tend to congregate in or near public 
lands," he said. ‘We’re dependent on public 
land, but others arc dependent on private 
land."

-Their needles, twigs ond even limbs., 
gone up in smoke, some of these 
‘widowmokers,” os loggers coll 
them, still jut precariously from the 
charred dirt. Others lay acottcred 
across the ground like giant pick-up- 
sticks.

Museum director Wallace StefTan 
said just as the 15-foot high, 45-foot 
long and seven-ton dinosaur was the 
most popular exhibit in the initial 
display, the model is expected to 
draw the crowds again this year. 

“Most people, adults and children, 
know about tyrannosaurus rex,” he 
said. “They’re not as familiar with 
Jhe other o nes.” 

The exhibit displays models of 
.dinosaurs, from half to full size, with 
moving parts prepared by 
Dinamation of San Jimn Capistrano, 
Calif. The first models wont on 
display in April of 1988. This year’s 
version will be on display for a year, 
and StefTan said two more changes 
arc planned, giving “Dinomania” a 
four-year run in the Museum of 
Natural History. The first display 
didn't quite break even because of 
startup costs. The museum spent 
$96,000 to raise ceilings and make 
other necessary changes, and then 
half the revenue went to the models' 
creator Dinamation.

The museum was formalized by 
the Legislature in 1986 as a place 
“where tangible objects and 
documents reflecting our natural 
heritage may be collected, :

—bought thc_0{feya'-Theotor in Glenhs'Ferry last 
year, he bought leaks, piles of ol theater chairs 
and decades of settled dust. - 

McWilliams also bought a piece of Idaho 
history, and he's as excited as a kid with a new 

toy. , , ' 

McWilliams is busy giving his vintoge picator a 
facelift. He's removing - additions . and 
accumulation s like s o mnnyjlflyers of gaudy 
makeup.. . 

From its original opening in 1914 as a- 
vaudeville stage, the theater evolved, presenting 


a combination of vaudeville and movies and later, 
only movies. McWillia m s will a gain. h ave both 
stage and movie acts on the old marquee as he 
restores his theater to look like it did in the 1930s. 

At first, the theater was a weekend ploything 
for McWilliams. Now, he is selling his logging,, 
business and machinery so he can work full-time 
restoring the theater and writing poetry. 

Inside the theater's doors is a glimpse pf small- 
town America in the early day of movjcs. Posters 
of W.C. Fields and Mac West share wall space 
wjlth Old Chcslcrfiold ond Coca-Cola signs. Soda 
battles line, the-stoinless steel and wooden candy 
cquhtor. 

- Omato cast-iron seats in the' first few rpws have 
likely bbch there since traveling vaudeville 


companies first perform ed th ere. De c orative. 
carved seats were a dded i n the 19 20.s. Art d eco- 
style scats were put in in the 193ds, that golden 
lime when kids saved their precious nickels for a 
chance to see a movie. 

Upstaica,. the cry room — a sound-proof area 
where mothers could watch with their babies still 
in their arms' — and metal-lined projection room 
arc reminders of earlier days. 

After McWilliams bought the. theater, he wu.s 
scratching -around backstage and discovered the 
vaudeville stage and spccial-cfTccts catwalk, mlh 
its still working array of ropes and 
counterweights to move curtains, -dump buckets of 
sand, or do any number of special-eiTects tricks.
